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The Baptism of the Holy Ghost 


- Received at Conversion or After? 


A radio message preached by Wm. Pospisil, January 30, 1944, over CHAB, Moose Jaw, Sask., Canada. 


This morning I want to speak to you 
about the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and discuss whether we receive this 
experience at the time of conversion 
or whether it is an experience that 
all believers may receive after their 
conversion. Now, I may as well say, 
right at the beginning of my message, 
that I sincerely believe the Bible 
teathes that believers receive the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost after their 
conversion, though it may occur with- 
in the same week or day or even the 
same hour as their conversion. 


It has recently been called to my 
attention that some have misunder- 
stood our stand on this teaching, and 
because of their previous teaching 
could not reconcile the thought that, 
since the Holy Ghost is a person, and 
we receive the Spirit of God at con- 
version, we could be a Christian and 
not have the Holy Ghost. Are not the 
Spirit of Christ and the Spirit of God 
and the Holy Spirit synonymous 
terms? The Bible in Rom. 8:9 plainly 
states, “Now if any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his.” 
We may have been misunderstood by 
some on this subject, and others may 
not just be clear on this teaching. It 
certainly is not our plan to try to 
teach that all Christians do not have 
the Holy Spirit. We believe that all 
have the Holy Spirit with them, but 
not the fulness of the Spirit, or the 
baptism of the Spirit. Or may I put 
it in this way, the Holy Spirit comes 
into every person when he receives 
Christ, but every person does not let 
the Holy Spirit have complete con- 
trol over his life. 


Some have been taught against 
seeking to be filled with the Holy 


‘Spirit, because they have been taught 


they received the Holy Spirit when 
they received Christ. I suggest. that 
you seek to let the Holy Spirit that you 
received at conversion have complete 
control over your life, spirit, soul, and 
body. When He does, then you, too, 
will have the baptism of the Holy 

host, as the apostles and _ early 

hristians received as recorded in the 
Bible. Some have been averse at be- 
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lieving that we could have a portion 
of the Holy Ghost or that we sort of 
receive Him on the installment plan— 
a little when we believe, a little more 
when we give up some worldly thing 
that has hindered our consecration, 
and a final installment when we com- 
pletely surrender to the Lord. Now, 
you may not like to think about re- 
ceiving a person like the Holy Spirit 
in pieces or on installments; neverthe- 
less, even if you get the person of the 
Holy Spirit in your life at conversion, 
I want you to know that He can only 
manifest in your life as to the com- 
pleteness of your consecration and 
sincerity and devotion that you 
manifest. Unless you yield completely 
to Him, then He cannot have com- 
plete control and you cannot truth- 
fully say that you are baptized or 
immersed in the Holy Ghost. 


We know that the early apostles 
and Christians were saved before the 
day of Pentecost. Their names were 
written in heaven, according to Luke 
10:20. They were commanded to tarry 
in Jerusalem until they were endued 
with power from on high. It was on 
the day of Pentecost, when they were 
all with one accord in one place, that 
“suddenly there came a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing mighty wind, 
and it filled all the house where they 
were sitting. And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as of fire, 
and it sat upon each of them. And 
they were all filled with the HOLY 
GHOST, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.” This was their baptism in 
the Holy Ghost. Later we find Philip 
preaching to the Samaritans and he 
had a great revival. Many were saved 
and baptized in water but as yet none 
of them had received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. “Now when the apos- 
tles which were at Jerusalem heard 
that Samaria had received the word of 
God, they sent unto them Peter and 
John: Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost: (For as 
yet he was fallen upon none of them: 
only they were baptized in the name 


of the Lord Jesus.) Then laid they 
their hands on them, and they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost.” Now you will 
notice that these Samaritans received 
the Baptism of the Holy Ghost after 
they were saved. 


There is no doubt in my mind that 
the Apostle Paul was definitely con- 
verted on the Damascus road. At least 
he obeyed the voice of the Lord when 
he was told what to do. While he was 
in Damascus fasting and praying for 
three days, Ananias was sent to him 
by the Spirit of the Lord, to pray for 
him that “he might be healed and re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost.” We know he 
was healed then, and I am sure he 
received the Holy Ghost too, and that 
was after his conversion. 


In the 19th chapter of the Acts we 
read about Paul asking certain disci- 
ples this question, “Have ye _ re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved?” They answered they had not 
so much as heard whether there be 
any Holy Ghost. Of course, Paul was 


surprised and then asked them, 
“Unto what then were ye baptized?” 
and they said, “Unto John’s bap- 


tism.” Apparently these were the 
converts of a certain preacher named 
Apollos, of whom we read in the 18th 
chapter of the Acts, verses 24 and 25. 
“And a certain Jew named Apollos, 
born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, 
and mighty in the scriptures, came to 
Ephesus. This man was instructed in 
the way of the Lord; and being fer- 
vent in the spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of the Lord, 
knowing only the baptism of John.” 
You see he only knew the baptism of 
John and so his converts were bap- 
tized in water that way, but he knew 
nothing about the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and that is why his converts 
had not heard of it. My listening 
friend, it may be that your minister, 
at whatever church you attend, is 
much like Apollos, eloquent and 
learned but doesn’t know anything 
about the Baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and that is why he has never taught 
you about it or encouraged you to seek

Palestine 


Speaking at a meeting of National 
Administrative Council, the ruling 
body of the Zionist Organization of 
America between conventions, held

Protestant Missionaries in Peru 


The ministry of the interior of Peru, 
in response to repeated demands in 
the House and Senate, has granted to 
Evangelical and Protestant missions 
the right to carry on their mission 
work there. According to Protestant 
Voice, the government gave decision, 
after an appeal had been presented 
by sixteen members of the Peruvian 
Senate who were ordered to take 
whatever steps were necessary to halt 
the persecution of Protestant mission- 
aries, clergymen, and educators. Nu- 
merous instances were reported where 
Catholics had deliberately disturbed 
or tried to break up Protestant gath- 
erings. This is the long known trait 
of the Catholic Church. History is 
filled with such outrages in the name 
of the Catholic Church and its pro- 
fessed religion. 


Jews for Palestine 


Plans to save Jews from Hitler’s 
policy of extermination and send them 
to Palestine to alleviate the acute 
labor shortage there, have been sub- 
mitted to the British and Unit 
Nations Governments by the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine. 

This was revealed by Mr. Moshe 
Shertok, head of the Political De- 
partment of the Jewish Agency in 
Jerusalem, who has come to London 
to discuss the question with the Brit- 
ish Government. 

“Palestine could absorb 50,000 Jews 
in its war industries immediately,” 
said Mr. Shertok. “There would be 
room for thousands of children. 

“The country and the Allied war 
machinery are crying out for more 
men. The military authorities need 
30,000 unskilled and 5,000 skilled work- 
ers. Agricultural production in Pales- 
tine is curtailed by lack of labor. 

“There are countries from which 
Jews can still get out—where tomor- 
row they may be no more. It is imper- 
ative that every Jew who can possibly 
be saved from Europe should be 
brought to reinforce the bastion of 
democracy which Jewish Palestine 
constitutes today.” 

Mr. Shertok said that besides the 
emigration of Jews to Palestine, the 
Agency was urging the United Nations 
to give guarantees to neutral states 
regarding the maintenance of ref- 
ugees who escaped from occupied 
Europe.—Prophetic News.

Rationed Merchandise

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ae WHAT IS POWER? WHAT IS 


PENTECOST? These are two ques- 
tions with which we wish to deal in 
this article. Acts 2:1, “And when the 
day of PENTECOST was fully come 
...” PENTECOST was a special feast 
day which was kept by the Jews. On 
this day Israel 
celebrated a har- 
vest home day 
(Deut. 16:10, 11), 
a day kept before 
the LORD in 
which they gave 
the Lord a free- 
will offering. 
They rejoiced be- 


fore the Lord 
their God, their 
sons, daughters, 


menservants and 
maidservants. It took place fifty days 
after the Feast of the Passover, hence 
we have the word PENTECOST, which 
means “FIFTY FEAST’—“penti” 
meaning fifty, and “cost” meaning 
feast. Every one understood this day 
as a day when all rejoiced and cele- 
brated their fine harvest and gave 
GOD praise for His blessings. 

It was the fiftieth day after the de- 
liverance from Egypt that God gave 
the law to Israel. They were offered to 
God as the living first-fruits and 
their consecration to God was com- 
plete as a nation. I think such a pat- 
tern of thanksgiving to God by our 
nation would be a fine thing. How 
thankless we are for what God has 
given us. 

PENTECOST was a day inaugurated 
in which God was present in MIGHTY 
POWER. He came down in a cloud of 
smoke. Lightnings flashed and thun- 
ders pealed across the sky. If even a 
beast were to touch the mount he 
would be thrust through with a dart. 
Moses exceedingly feared and quaked, 
so terrible was the sight. GOD CAME 
DOWN in MIGHTY POWER fifty days 
(PENTECOST) after the Passover. 

The ushering in of the New Testa- 
ment era brought a change to all the 
feast days of the Old Testament econ- 
omy. Jesus gave Himself as the last 
Paschal Lamb when He hung on dark 
Calvary’s brow and fulfilled the Feast 
of the Passover, HE BEING OUR 
PASSOVER. Here His blood, not the 
blood of animals, atoned for our sins. 
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Glory to His name. Following this was 
His coming from the tomb a victor 
over death and hell. After He had 
risen He appeared to His disciples and 
finally met them for the last time be- 
fore His ascension, and instructed 
them to go up to Jerusalem and tarry 
until they be endued ‘with POWER 
from on high. 

It is very evident that inasmuch as 
He fulfilled the Feast of the Passover, 
that He purpose to fill the feast of 
PENTECOST also. So when the day of 
PENTECOST was fully come, they 
were all in one place with one accord, 
waiting for the promise as He had 
said, “Tarry until ye be endued with 
POWER.” My, what unity! What a 
sacred stillness and peace of mind and 
soul, no ambitious motives on the part 
of any but just to obey HIM—waiting 
for the POWER when the newly-born 
church would be filled with FIRE, 
POWER, TESTIMONY, BOLDNESS, 
AND HOLY ZEAL. Day after day they 
waited. What a prayer meeting, what 


a praise service! Closer and closer they. 


came to God and as the day of Pente- 
cost drew nearer their faith mounted 
higher. Some, no doubt, had their 


hands raised towards heaven and 


others were just sitting before the 
Lord in His presence (it filled all the 
house where they were sitting). LIS- 
TEN! LISTEN! What do I hear? The 
sound of a RUSHING MIGHTY WIND 
(a regular storm)—rushing, mighty, 
with POWER. It came in every win- 
dow and crevice and filled all the 
house where they were sitting. 

AS GOD CAME DOWN ON SINAI’S 
MOUNT, SO HE CAME DOWN ON 
PENTECOST DAY IN JERUSALEM, 
FULFILLING THE OLD FEAST. He 
came in FIRE. (Cloven tongues like 
as of fire sat on each of them.) He 
came in the person of the Holy Ghost 
speaking through human _instru- 
mentality in languages they did not 
know. He came suddenly as He did 
on Sinai. The mount was filled with 
His presence and here the very room 
was filled with His presence. They 
were ALL FILLED with the HOLY 
GHOST. The SPIRIT spoke through 
them in such POWER that the whole 
city was stirred and thousands were 
saved. 

WHAT IS POWER? Power names 
the principle which moves, governs, 
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and accomplishes. I firmly believe 
this is beyond the experience that 
some receive and then lose before the 
week is over. It is that force of spiri- 
tual reality that holds one steady. It 
brings about a worth-while accom- 
plishment. It keeps one keeping on. 
Note the accomplishments of the Bi- 
ble characters who received this 
POWER, then let us measure our- 
selves, not by ourselves, but by those 
who possess the POWER OF THE 
SPIRIT. Peter in the case of Ananias 
and Sapphira, Stephen in his victory 
over death, Paul in his ministry to the 
heathen and victorious end; yes, and 
millions of others. Such victory is the 
product of POWER, the POWER OF 
THE SPIRIT. 

It was this power that brought the 
Church of God out of the remote sec- 
tions of the mountains as men of God 
filled with POWER went everywhere 
preaching with visible signs and re- 
sults following them. Yes, we do re- 
member the pioneers in this latter rain 
outpouring of POWER AND SPIRIT. 
We must go forth in the POWER OF 
THE SPIRIT. It was this that made us 
willing to work among the Indians of 
the Fort Birthold Indian Reservation 
at two dollars a month, sleeping on 
the floor, riding miles in lumber wa- 
gons and sleighs when it was thirty 
and forty degrees below zero. But peo- 
ple were saved and they stayed saved, 
generally. A price was paid and men 
found God. Preachers were born and 
on and on the message spread. YES! 
THE POWER THAT FELL AT PENTE- 
COST SENT THEM EVERYWHERE 
PREACHING—no high-pressure ad- 
vertising, but the POWER OF GOD; 
NO ASKING FOR HIGH WAGES, 
BUT THE POWER OF GOD. We need 
wages and we need to advertise, but 
above all, we need the POWER OF 
GOD. May we get under His cleans- 
ing flood and have born anew a bur- 
den for souls that will keep the over- 
seers on the field for God. The pastors 
will rent halls, etc., in neighboring 
towns and open new works. Evange- 
lists will head into the hard places 
(never mind the $70 a week so much), 
taking the Sword of the Spirit, vis- 
ualizing the value of a soul. 

How much did a soul cost? Ask the 
Son of God as He hangs bleeding and

INTRODUCTION: It has been said 
that Melchizedek was Christ. We do 
not know if this is true or not, but 
from a Biblical fact he was a priest of 
the most high God. To say he was 
Christ would put our private in- 
terpretation on the scripture; how- 
ever, from the Word of God we learn 
that by interpretation he was King 
of righteousness. Heb. 7:2. Abraham 
is noted as the father of the faithful 
and referred to as faithful Abraham. 
Gal. 3:9. Because of his unwavering 
faith in God he became righteous and 
was called the friend of God. James 
2:23. Jesus said, “Ye are my friends, 
if ye do whatsoever I command you,” 
John 15:14. The honor of being the 
friend of God does not come by faith 
alone, but by faith and works. When 
righteousness meets faithfulness there 
is an exchange of blessings. Mel- 
chizedek, a righteous king, met Abra- 
ham, the faithful friend of God, and 
blessed him. Abraham gave him 
tithes of all. It is written, “It is more 
blessed to give than to receive.” Acts 
20:35. There was no written law to in- 
struct Abraham of God’s command- 
ments, he was moved by the inspira- 
tion of his conscience to do the right 
thing. His conscience was not seared 
with a hot iron, but holding the 
mystery of faith in a pure conscience, 
he became obedient. 1 Tim. 3:9. 

CURSE AND BLESSING 


Before us God holds a curse and a 
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blessing. Deuteronomy  11:26-28—a 
blessing to those that do His com- 
mandments, a doer of the Word; and 
a curse to those that fail in His com- 
mandments, a hearer of the Word 
only. We choose our own reward, the 
blessing is received by obedience to 
the Word and the curse is pronounced 
upon us through disobedience. Adam 
accepted the curse, which will you 
have? Rom. 5:16, 17. The mother of 
Jesus said, “Whatsoever he saith un- 
to you do it,” John 2:5. To a people 
called by His name Jesus said, “Why 
call ye me, Lord, Lord, and DO NOT 
THE THINGS I SAY?” Luke 6:46. 
Again He pronounces the curse, “Not 
every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that DOETH THE 
WILL OF MY FATHER which is in 
heaven.” Matt. 7:21. “Ye call me 
Master and Lord: and ye say well; for 
so I am. If I then, your Lord and 
Master, have washed your feet; YE 
ALSO OUGHT TO WASH ONE 
ANOTHER’S FEET,” John 13:13,14. 
Our saying, no doubt, is good but to 
do what He said is better. “Behold, to 
obey is better than sacrifice,” 1 Sam. 
15:22. It is the doer of the Word that 
keeps the house on the rock during 
the storm. “Blessed are they that DO 
HIS COMMANDMENTS, that they 
may have right to the tree of life, and 
may enter in through the gates into 
the city,” Rev. 22:14. “If ye willing 
and obedient, ye shall eat the good of 
the land,” Isa. 1:19. God has promised 
to rebuke the devourer for your sake, 
that he will not destroy the fruit of 
the ground. Mal. 3:11. The Jews said, 
“It is vain to serve God: and what 
profit is it that we have kept his 
ordinance,” paid tithes. Mal. 3:14. The 
answer is that by keeping His or- 
dinances they were blessed, but 
through disobedience they were cursed 





with a curse because they robbed God 
of His tithes. Mal. 3:7-9. However, God 
said unto them, “Bring ye ALL THE 
TITHES into the storehouse, that 
there may be meat in mine house, and 
prove me now herewith, saith the 
Lord of hosts, if I will not open you 
the windows of heaven, and pour you 
out a BLESSING, that there shall not 
be room enough to receive it,” Mal. 
3:10. The profit in tithing is the 
BLESSING. The nonprofit in refusing 
to tithe is a curse. Which will you re- 
ceive? 


PROMISES MADE PERFECT 


To Abraham was the promise made, 
but not until after he proved himself 
faithful. The reward is received only 
after we have proven ourselves faith- 
ful stewards of His kingdom. Faithful 
Abraham gave tithes of all and was 
made perfect through faith and works. 
The text does not state what percent- 
age he gave and some will say he just 
gave what he felt best and where he 
wanted to place it. That isn’t true, “He 
gave the tenth of all,” Heb. 7:2. “He 
gave the tenth part of the spoils,” 
Heb. 7:4. One party said, “That is the 
part to give, that which has spoiled.” 
But the Lord said differently: “Honor 
the Lord with thy substance, and with 
the FIRST FRUITS OF ALL THINE 
INCREASE,” Prov. 3:9. “The first of 
the first fruits of thy land thou shalt 
bring into the house of the Lord thy 
God,” Exod. 23:19. “And this shall be 
the priest’s due from the people, from 
them that offer a sacrifice, whether it 
be ox or sheep; and they shall give 
unto the priest the shoulder, and the 
two cheeks, and the maw. The first 
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fruit also of thy corn, of thy wine, and 
of thine oil, and the first of the fleece 
of thy sheep, shalt thou give him. For 
the Lord thy God hath chosen him out 
of all thy tribes, to stand to MINISTER 

THE NAME OF THE LORD, him 
and his sons for ever,” Deut. 18:3-5. 
We are the children of Abraham and 
are to do the works of Abraham. Since 
we are his children, we are ministers 
of the Lord after the order of the 
priesthood as Christ is after the order 
of Melchizedek. The law was only 
a shadow of things to come and 
was not made perfect, but through the 
ministering of the gospel they are 
made perfect. Heb. 10:1, 2. “If we have 
sown unto you spiritual things, is it a 
great thing if we reap your carnal 
things?” 1 Cor. 9:11. “Do you not 
know that they which minister about 
holy things live of the things (tithes) 
of the temple, and they which wait at 
the altar are partakers with the al- 
tar?” 1 Cor. 9:13. “Even so hath the 
Lord ordained that they which preach 
the gospel should live of the gospel,” 
1 Cor. 9:14. EVEN SO, yes it is true 
that the minister is to receive the 
tithes. 


ABRAHAM AND HIS CHILDREN 


Abraham was the first tither we 
have record of, and we are to do the 
works he did, tithing being among the 
works. His own children tithed their 
income and he would not ask of us 
that which we would not teach his 
children. Jacob, his grandson, made a 
vow unto the Lord, “And Jacob vowed 
a vow, saying, If God will be with me, 
and will keep me in this way that I 
go, and will give me bread to eat, and 
raiment to put on, so that I come 
again to my father’s house in peace; 
then shall the Lord be my God: And 
this stone, which I have set for a pil- 
lar, shall be God’s house: And of all 
that thou shalt give me I will sure- 
ly give the tenth unto thee,” Gen. 
28:20-22. Not only did Jacob pay 
tithes, but his children also followed 
his example. “And as I may so Say, 
Levi also, who receiveth tithes, payed 
tithes in Abraham,” Heb. 7:9. How did 
he know that tithing was God’s plan? 
“For he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Melchizedec met him,” 
Heb. 7:10. When we get our loins girt 
about with truth, it is an easy matter 
to do his commandments. It is a fact 
that those who receiveth tithes are to 


y 1. pay tithes. The Levites were the min- 


isters under the law and they were 
commanded to tithe their tithes. 
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“And the priest the son of Aaron shall 
be with the Levites, when the Levites 
take tithes: and the Levites_ shall 
bring up the tithe of the tithes unto 
the house of our God, to the cham- 
bers, into the treasure house,” Neh. 
10:38. The minister that does secular 
work surely should tithe, especially if 
he receiveth tithes. Remember, we are 
the seed of Abraham (Gal. 3:29) and 
should do the works of Abraham (John 
8:39). 


TITHES ARE HOLY AND THE 
LORD’S 


Approximately four hundred and 
thirty years before the law was given 
to Moses, Abraham gave tithes of all. 
God thought so much of Abraham and 
his faithful works, that He command- 
ed the children of Israel to tithe. 
“And all the tithe of the land, whether 
of the seed of the land, or of the fruit 
of the tree, IS THE LORD’S: IT IS 
HOLY UNTO THE LORD,” Lev. 27:30. 
God did not ask them if it pleased 
them to give the tenth but He gave it 
away Himself. You mean God gave 
the tenth of my income away? Yes, 
“But the tithes of the children of Is- 
rael, which they offer as an heave of- 
fering unto the Lord, I HAVE GIVEN 
TO THE LEVITES (ministers) TO IN- 
HERIT: therefore I have said unto 
them, Among the children of Israel 
they shall have no _ inheritance,” 
Num. 18:24. Like unto the New Testa- 
ment ministers, they were to live of 
the tithes, 1 Cor. 7:14. We are not to 
decide that the tenth is the Lord’s, 
God made the decision Himself and 
gave it away to the ministry. 


Suppose we use the tenth for other 
purposes? God will hold you respon- 
sible for His tithes and add interest 
for the amount you redeem. “And if a 
man will at all redeem ought of his 
tithes, HE SHALL ADD THERETO 
THE FIFTH PART THEREOF,” Lev. 
27:31. Every dollar you spend of God’s 
tithes, He expects you to add twenty 
cents. However, as many, when they 
get behind with their tithes, they just 
start anew and forget the tithes in ar- 
rear. God keeps books on us and we'll 
have to meet Him at the judgment. 
“And concerning the tithe of the herd, 
or of the flock, even of whatsoever 
passeth under the rod, the TENTH 
SHALL BE HOLY UNTO THE LORD. 
He shall not search whether it be 
good or bad, neither shall he change 
it: and if he change it at all, then both 
it and the change thereof shall be 
holy; IT SHALL NOT BE RE- 


DEEMED,” Lev. 27:32, 33. One man 
was not able to decide which hog was 
the Lord’s until one morning he found 
one of them dead and he then made 
his decision, the Lord’s hog died. Giv- 
ing a dollar along isn’t God’s plan of 
tithing, giving all is God’s system. God 
gave all, Christ gave all for us, and He 
expects us to tithe all. 


BACKSLIDING JEWS 


Israel is noted for her much back- 
Sliding, not only from her spiritual 
realm but in tithing as well. It took 
Hezekiah several days to set the house 
of God in order and restore the priest- 
hood order. The Jews had failed God 
and withheld their tithes. Like unto 
some of us, they would tithe as long 
as the prophet was giving out strong 
warnings that they were cursed with 
a curse and the judgment was at hand. 
Hezekiah commanded the Jews to 
bring the tithes into the treasure 
house. “He commanded the people to 
give the portion of the priests and the 
Levites, that they might be encour- 
aged in the law of the Lord.” 2 Chron. 
31:4. As soon as the commandment 
went forth the people began to bring 
forth their tithes. AND GOD BLESSED 
HIS PEOPLE. “Since the people began 
to bring the offerings into the house 
of the Lord, we have had enough to 
eat, and have left plenty: FOR THE 
LORD HATH BLESSED HIS PEOPLE,” 
2 Chron. 31:10. After receiving such a 
great blessing for tithing they went 
back on God time after time. 


A man wrote me a few days ago he 
was encouraged and was beginning to 
tithe that week, but his faith failed 
him. The house stood idle in Jerusa- 
lem while the ministers and singers 
went every one to his own field. God’s 
house forsaken, the people getting fat 
on God’s part of the fruit of the fields, 
again it became necessary for God’s 
prophet to give the commandment to 
tithe. Neh. 13:10-14. Should not the 
minister work as well as we? Yes, and 
I will give scripture that he should 
and what kind of work he should do: 
“Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honor, es- 
pecially they who LABOR IN THE 
WORD AND DOCTRINE,” 1 Tim. 5:17. 
The Grecians thought so, and com- 
plained against the Hebrews because 
they were giving their time to the 
ministry. “It is not REASON that we 
should leave the WORD OF GOD and 
serve tables.” And seven men were se- 
lected to look after the widows and, 
“We will give ourselves continually to

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Dedication of Cemple

“Now when Solomon had made an 
end of praying, the fire came down 
from heaven, and consumed the 
burnt offering, and the sacrifices; and 
the glory of the Lord filled the house,” 
2 Chron. 7:1. 


We have before us a glorious word- 
picture of what took place at the 
dedication of the wonderful temple 
of Solomon. Many, many years had 
passed since the beginning of the 
temple. Many people had been re- 
quired in the preparation of materials. 
Kings, priests, and peoples had given 
their services in the erection of the 
glorious building. But at last it was 
finished; the last lifting of stone, the 
last cementing of joints, and now in 
the presence of all Israel, King Solo- 
you? If any man defile the temple of 
and the grand, glorious climax, de- 
scribed in the above scriptures, had 
taken place. 


Now let us look at some other 
temples. “Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost,” 1 Cor. 6:19. Again, “Know 
ye not that ye are the temple of God, 
and that the Spirit of God dwelleth in 
you? If any man defile the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy; for the 
temple of God is holy, which temple 
ye are,” 1 Cor. 3:16, 17. How can we de- 
file these temples, or our bodies? 


How do our bodies become _ the 
temples of God? We will let Paul talk 
awhile. “I beseech you _ therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that 
you present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service,” 
Rom. 12:1. 

That is the way our bodies become 
“temples of God.” We present, dedi- 
cate, and consecrate them to God 
and He cleanses, sanctifies, and makes 
them fit dwelling places for the Holy 
Spirit. 

I remember away back in 1897 when 
I first became acquainted with the 
_ holiness people. I soon began to seek 

for sanctification. One dear old sister 
kept coming over to our house and 
telling me to present, or consecrate my 
whole self to the Lord, put everything 
on the altar, for “the altar sanctifieth 
the gift,” Matt. 23:18. JESUS is the 
altar and HE sanctifies the gift. How 
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plain it was: just present myself a 
living sacrifice and the altar, Jesus, 
would sanctify the gift. Well, praise 
the good Lord, that is just the way I 
got sanctification. 


I have seen people who claimed they 
had the Holy Ghost baptism, and I 
wondered if they even had sanctifi- 
cation. “Oh,” you say, “the Holy Ghost 
never comes into an unclean temple.” 
Yet I verily believe that is one reason 
why there are so many backslidings, 
so many unanswered prayers, also so 
much sickness and suffering. It’s be- 
cause there has never been a real 
dedication and sanctifying power. 

Now here is where the penalty 
comes in: After God sanctifies and 
cleanses a person, the Word says, “If 
any man defile the temple of God, him 
will God destroy.” 


How can a man defile the temple? 
The answer is: SIN after he has re- 
ceived the LIGHT. “For if we sin wil- 
fully AFTER that we have received 
the knowledge of the truth, there re- 
maineth no more sacrifice for sin,” 
Heb. 10:26. For he “troddeth under 
foot the Son of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, wherewith 


he was sanctified, an unholy thing,” 
Heb. 10:29. 

There is no more sacrifice for sin, 
no more fountain for cleansing, @ 
nothing but God’s Word. “If any man 
defile the temple of God, him will Gow 
destroy.” 

Now to return to the context: “Now 
when Solomon had made an end of 
praying, the fire came down from 
heaven, and consumed the burnt of- 
fering and the sacrifices; and the 
glory of the Lord filled the house.” 

Well, glory to His holy name! “When 
Solomon made an end of praying.” In 
other words, when he dedicated to the 
Lord the wonderful temple, the fire 
came down from heaven and con- 
sumed the burnt offering and the sac- 
rifices. Well glory! our whole being is 
wrapped up in the cleansing, purify- 
ing flame of the Holy Spirit. The whole 
body, mind and spirit are completely 
submerged in the cleansing power. All 
our ambitions and desires are gone 
up in the flame, and only the pure, 
tried gold is left. 

After that, “The glory of the Lord 
filled the house,” or temple. Yes, our 
whole beings or bodies are filled with 
the glory of the Father. Glory, glory, 
glory! The Holy Ghost comes in, and 
takes His throne in our heart of 
hearts. The Spirit of Christ fills our 
souls and our bodies become the in- 
dwelling place, or temple of God, or, 
the HOLY GHOST.

11, 1944, states, “Our conference in 
Chuicaca was the best ever; also, our 
Easter services. As usual we had our 
baptismal services in San Cristobal on 
Easter Sunday and there was a multi- 
tude there; the hills round about were 
covered with people. Sixty-four were 
baptized in water and, something that 
never happened here before—five ac- 
cepted the Lord during the baptismal 
service. Of their own accord they, one 
by one, pressed their way forward to 
publicly accept the Lord as their Sav- 
ior. We had to stop the service to re- 
ceive them.” 

Bahama Islands 

We have just been informed that a 
building has been purchased in the 
city of Lot on Cat Island. The city re- 
ceived its name because there was no 
church or religious movement of any 
kind in connection with it; but our 
people have purchased a_ building 
there for $50 and started a Sunday 
School and we have a church organ- 
ized. The building is packed and peo- 
ple sit on the ground all around the 
door listening attentively to the Word 
of God. 

Jamaica 


Excerpt from a letter from F. J. 
Thibodeau, Jamaica: 

“We want to say that all is well and 
that all business is under the wing of 
the Lord. We have labored hard, the 
conditions were adverse, but praise 
God, we now work with much assist- 
ahce from within and without. A 
great change has taken place in the 
past few weeks. We know that God was 
looking upon us and He saw the great 
need and He sent help. 

“Reports are coming in and they 
are nice to read. Many souls saved, 
sanctified, and filled. 

“Since our arrival last June, until 
the month of January, we have gained 
about 1,500 members; included in this 
number were many precious and good 
workers. The number of our churches 
has come up to 165. Total membership 
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is about 5,000. 

“The Church of God has now its op- 
portunity to really go forward and be 
a recognized movement in Jamaica.” 


MISSIONARIES SUPPORTED BY 
THE GOVERNMENT 


While we as the Church of God, 
along with most other Protestants, 
are firm believers in the separation of 
church and state, yet we have no ob- 
jection to the way the United States 
Government has been supporting some 
of our missionaries. We are continual- 
ly getting letters from different parts 
of the world where our boys who are 
in the armed services of the United 
States are holding revivals and getting 
men saved, sanctified, and filled with 
the Holy Ghost, or contacting some 
other Pentecostal movement that does 
not know about the Church of God in 
the United States and giving us the 
information. 

We recently had correspondence 
from England from a man who has 
come in contact with some of our boys 
and is very much interested in the 
Church of God. This man has given 
full time to the ministry for eleven 
years and we are very happy, indeed, 
to have the report that he gives us. 
This is what he says about our breth- 
ren with whom he has come in con- 
tact: “Mighty glad to say that the 
Church of God men are real men of 
God, living it out though they are far 
away from home. It is their Christ- 
likeness that has attracted me to the 
movement.” 

Yes, praise God, we can let the light 
of Christ shine through our lives any- 
where we go. We have preached for a 
number of years that we could let it 
shine out in the schools, in the shops, 
in the offices, or in our places of busi- 
ness, but now we are finding out that 
we can let it shine amidst the roar of 
cannons and the whistling of bombs. 


Please don’t forget to pray for our 
boys who are in the battlefront doing 
their part in the service of our coun- 
try and at the same time letting the 
light of the gospel of the Son of God 





shine out to those around them. 


Persecutions in Rumania 

We have just received reports that 
some of the Pentecostal people in Ru- 
mania, who are working in harmony 
with and teaching. the same doctrine 
as the Church of God and waiting for 
an opportunity for us to go there to 
organize them, are undergoing great 
persecutions. 

In a few instances, others profess- 
ing Christianity have reported their 
places of worship and caused them se- 
vere trouble. In some places the local 
authorities are showing them favor 
and allowing them to worship, but in 
other places they are having to walk 
for miles into the woods to secret 
places of worship; but they are report- 
ing sweet communion and fellowship 
and that God is working miracles 
among them. 

We are able to get these reports 
through Brother Paul Budean, who is, 
himself, a Rumanian and anxious to 
return to his country with this gospel 
message as soon as the war is over. 

Please do not forget to pray for 
these precious people who are suffer- 
ing so much right in the midst of this 
battle-torn country at this time. Pray 
that God will soon liberate them from 
the dominion of the Nazis, so that they 
may worship God without having to 
fear for their lives in doing so.—M. P.

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RECORDS SHOW 
INCREASES 


The Church of God has enjoyed the 
greatest increase for the first six 
months of this Assembly year of any 
other period in history. Our records 
show that 20,647 were saved, 9,907 
sanctified, 6,918 filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and 6,491 added to the Church 
of God. There are many revivals in 
progress now; in fact, there is the 
greatest revival spirit prevalent 
throughout the Church that I have 
known or heard of in many, many 
years. It seems that our people have 
begun to realize more than ever that 
our grip on God is the most important 
thing in these perilous times. 


The total amount of monies received 
into the treasuries for tithes, missions, 
aged ministers, and the orphanage 
for the first six months is $166,741.26. 
Last year it was $132,214.00. This year 
it shows an increase of $34,527.26 or 
an increase of 27 per cent over last 
year. 


Below we give a comparison for 
your study, showing the states in their 
respective groups, according to mem- 
bership. The first rank shows the per 
cent of increase over the same period 
of last year. The second column shows 
the rank according to the amount of 
the increases. The third shows the 
rank of each state according to the 
total receipts for this year. Then the 
rank of each state is given according 
to the Evangel circulation, next the 
Lighted Pathway circulation, then ac- 
cording to the number saved, sancti- 
fied, filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
added to the Church. If two or more 
states have the same rank, they have 
tied on the same point. 


In the percentage of increase in 
receipts for this year over last year, 
you will notice in Group A that Flori- 
da comes first, North Carolina second, 
Georgia third. This is also true ac- 
cording to the amount of increase. 
Alabama comes fourth in the percen- 
tage of increase but takes fifth place 
in the amount of increase. Then for 
the total receipts for this year North 
Carolina comes first, South Carolina 
second, Florida third, etc. Thus, you 
may see the comparisons according to 
the various groups for the Evangel 
and Lighted Pathway circulation, and 
the number saved, sanctified, etc. All 
of the states, even if they do not stand 
at the head of their groups, are ac- 
complishing a great work, and in near-

our Savior who gave Himself for us. 
“Preach the word” (2 Tim. 4:2a). We 
need a great heaven-sent, blood- 
stained, Holy Ghost revival to encom- 
pass the whole needy, broken, suffer- 
ing world.

-@ In the 4th chapter of Acts we read 


about the apostles after being 
threatened and commanded not to 
teach or preach any more in the name 
of Jesus. They returned to their own 
company and reported of all that was 
said and done and then all went to 
prayer. We read, verse 31, “And when 
they had prayed, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled together; 
and they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the word of 
God with boldness.” Yes, this is a re- 
filling. Not only filled once, as some 
would teach, but they yielded them- 
selves and prayed, though they had 
been filled on the day of Pentecost, 
and were now refilled. 


What gave Peter such courage to 
speak to those who had _ recently 
crucified Christ?
